Seek to Help Development 
of Highways. 


National, state and county highway 
development along sound economic 
lines will be emphasized in a greater 
degree than ever before by the Amer¬ 
ican Automobile association, an¬ 
nounces George C. Diehl, chairman of 
its good roads board. 

J. K. Prnnyhaeker, chief of manage¬ 
ment of the federal bureau of public 
mads, and generally recognized as the 
foremost authority on good road man 
agement. has resigned his post to be¬ 
come director of roads for the associa¬ 
tion. Mr. l’ennyhnckcr originated and 
edited the "Good Roads Year Book.” 
and was adviser to the Joint commit¬ 
tee on federal aid in post roads of the 
senate and house of representatives 
before taking charge of the manage¬ 
ment branch of the federal road bu 
rent!. 

"The federal old road act is a mile¬ 
stone on the way. hut only a mile¬ 
stone.” declared Mr. Diehl. ‘‘Ultimate¬ 
ly there will come a national system 
nf highways correlated with state sys¬ 
tems and these in turn with country 
>ysteins. There will he difficult prob¬ 
lems of finance, of administration, nnd 
uf traffic regulations to be solved. In 
these questions the six million motor-

CONSTRUCTION OF GOOD ROAC 


Sharp, Tooth-Like Points Dig Into 
Ground and Hold Car in Place Un¬ 
til Engine Can Be Started 
Again—Danger Eliminated. 


Concret© Highway Is Composed ot 
Mixture of Sand, Stone. Portland 
Cement and Water. 


The concrete rond is composed 01 
• carefully proportioned mixture of 
clean, hard, well-graded sand, peb¬ 
bles or broken stone, Portland cement 
and water. This mixture is laid upon 
the subgrnde to a depth of 7 inchet 
or more for the entire width of th* 
road, nnd soon hardens Into a mass 
as hard as rock. The materials are 
bonded together by the cement so firm¬ 
ly that It is impossible for traffic to 
loosen or separate the particles. For 
this reason no expensive maintenance 
is required. 

The foundation or subgrnde Is com 
parted where the concrete is to be 
laid nnd the roadbed is drained sc 
that no water will remain under the 
slab, writes A. L. Pcttibone in Dakota 
Farmer. Upon the foundation con¬ 
crete is lnld in one or two courses. 
A one-course concrete road consists of 
a relatively rich concrete mixture 
throughout. A two-course rond con¬ 
sists of n somewhat leaner mixture for 
a base with a rf.'her top or wearing 
course, applied before the concrete In 
the base has begun to harden. Fre¬ 
quently re-enforcement in the form of 
wire fabric or steel rods is embedded 
In the concrete. This assists to pre¬ 
vent cracks In the slab nnd aids in 
keeping cracks which may form from 
opening to any appreciable extent. 

The high wearing quality of the con¬ 
crete road results from using properly 
graded, clean, hard sand and pebbles 
or crushed rock. These must be com¬ 
bined with Portland cement in care¬ 
fully measured proportions, mixed with 
a power-operated batch mixer to pro¬ 
duce a stiff plastic consistency, then 
placed upon the foundation and struck 
off with a template or strike board, 
so shaped that the surface of the pave¬ 
ment will have the desired crown. Af¬ 
ter rolling with a light metal roller 
to compact the concrete and remove 
excess water used in "mixing, the con¬ 
crete is finished by seesawing a sec¬ 
tion of rubber or canvas belting along

r "T Raised Nut Bread.— 

Li Soften one-quarter of a 

HgnB-dES .\east eake 111 two table- 
spoonfuls of water; add 

one cupful of scalded and 
cooled skim milk, one- 
L l J -’ quarter cupful of dark 
molasses, one teaspoon¬ 
ful of salt, two nnd one-half cupfuls 
of entire wheat Hour and one-half cup¬ 
ful of walnut meats. Mix and knead 
until smooth. Let rise until double 
its bulk, adding the chopped nuts In 
the last kneading. Shape In two 
loaves; let rise again and bake. 

Banbury Tarts.—Sift together two 
nnd one-half cupfuls of flour, two nnd 
a half teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one and one fourth teaspoonfuls of 
salt. Work or cut In with two knives 
four tnhlcspoonfuls of shortening; add 
a half cupful of cold water, knead 
lightly and roll out. Spread with 
three tnblespoonfuls of shortening, 
roll up like a Jelly roll, pat with rolling 
pin and roll out. Spread again with 
three tnhlcspoonfuls of fat and roll up, 
pat nnd roll out again; repent until 
three-fourths of a cup of shortening Is 
used, then roll the pastry to one-fourth 
Inch In thickness nnd cut Into flve- 
Inch circles. Fill with the mixture of 
two cupfuls of raisins (chopped), half 
a cupful of Jelly, nnd half a cupful of 
bread crumbs. Place the filling on one 
side, wet the edges mid fold, pressing 
the edges well together. Prick and 
bake on n baking sheet. 

Hermits.—Take half n cupful of 
melted shortening, add one cupful of 
molasses and hnlf a cupful of sour 
milk; sift with two cupfuls of white 
flour nnd one of oat flour, one ten 
spoonful each of soda, cinnamon am' 
cloves, one-fourth of n teaspoonful < 
nutmeg, one nnd one-luilf tenspoonfu 
of snlt; ndd a cupful of chopped rnb 
Ins and mix ns usunl.

This aspic may 
be used as the foundation for any num¬ 
ber of flsti salads. Take some of the 
aspic, hard-cooked egg, shrimps und 
cucumber, und a most pleasing combi¬ 
nation Is prepared. 

Cheese and Banana Salad.—Remove 
the skin from two bananas, sernpe and 
cut in halves lengthwise. Mix one 
N'eufchatel cheese with two tnbie- 
spoonfula of chopped mint leaves, add 
salt and French dressing to moisten. 
Spread one-half tlie mixture on the 
two slices of banana, cover with the 
oilier slices and press firmly. Put In 
slices and arrange otr lettuce; serve 
wlih French dressing.
